2 Turncoats 
Near Home 


Pate Wants to Settle Down on 
Family Farm and 'Stay Home' 


MINNEAPOLIS HF- Two turn­ 
coat Americans, on their way home 
from 
Communist 
China, 
were 
greeted here warmly today by the 
mother of another man who once 
renounced his native land 
Arlie Pate and Aaron Wilson, 
headed for their homes in Illinois 
and Louisiana by air from Bong 
Kong, refused to leave the plane 
which brought them here. Both are 
former prisoners of war who elect­ 
ed to try a stay under communism. 
But Mrs. Portia Howe, Alden. 
Minn., 
boarded the 
plane and 
greeted them warmly, then whis­ 
pered into the ear of each. 
“ I just want them to know there 
is someone out here not trying to 
get a story out of them,” she told 
newsmen. 
Mrs. Howe is the mother of Pfc. 
Richard Tenneson. 
Pilot Orders Newsmen Off 
Tenneson, like Pate and Wilson, 
once refused repatriation at the 
end of the Korean War, but be­ 
came disenchanted with commun 
ism. 
He returned to this country 
earlier, and was awaiting Wilson 
at his Urania, La., home. 
Newsmen 
a n d 
photographers 
boarded the plane and questioned 
Pate, 25, Carbondale, 111., and Wil­ 
son, 23, but they chatted only brief­ 
ly with the two former prisoners 
of war before being ordered off 
the plane by the pilot. 
Pate said he would be met at 
Chicago later today by his sister, 
Mrs. C. E. Sloan, East Carondelet, 
111., and then would return to Car 
bondale with his father, D. H. Pate 
‘‘Home is Home” 
First United States stop on the 
homeward journey was at Seattle, 
Wash., Wednesday night. 
There 


they talked briefly with newsmen 
before flying on to Minneapolis and 
Chicago. 
“Home is home and that’s where 
I’m going to stay,” Pate said. 
He said if he had to do it over 
again he would not have decided 
along with 20 other American pris­ 
oners of the Korean War to go to 
Communist China instead of re­ 
turning to the United States in the 
prisoner exchanges late in 1953. 
Pate said he decided to return 
: home after ’earning his brother, 
Ronald, had drowned in a swim 
ming accident and that his father 
was ill and could not do farm work. 
However, he said he still would 
i have chosen to come back even if 
I he didn’t feel his family needed 
him. 
Pate said he and Wilson applied 
I to return home Oct. 29 and the 


I Chinese government “did every 
thing to help us with our applies 
tions.” 
The pair was captured late in 
1950. 
They were Communist pris 
oners for three years. 
They were 
given dishonorable discharges when 
they defected to the Communist 
I side during the prisoner exchanges. 
They were the sixth and seventh 
of the 21 turncoats to change their 
minds. 
Pate said the pair worked in a 
paper mill near Psinan and each 
earned 90 Chinese dollars a month, 
j He said he heard very little about 
the world situation while in Red 
\ China. 
Pate was asked if he and Wilson 
returned expecting any type of 
prosecution. 
“I don’t know,” he said. 
“All I 
want to do is to settle down on 
the family farm.”

Fire On Demonstrators 


BUDAPEST IFr— Russian tanks 
and Hungarian police opened fire 
today on several thousand anti­ 
government demonstrators massed 
in front of Budapest’s west railroad 
station. 
Dozens of demonstrators 
fell before the point-blank fire. 
It was a bloody climax to a day 
of mounting tension which first 
exploded at 2:30 p. rn. on Len­ 
in 
Boulevard, 
Antigovernment 
marchers clashed with pro-govern­ 
ment forces and attempted to wrest 
from them the red flags of com­ 
munism they carried. 
There was no immediate indica­ 
tion of the number of casualties 
in the two clashes. 
Hungarian army militia support­ 
ing the biggest force of Soviet 
tanks and armored cars to appear 
in the city since the Russian on­ 
slaught of Nov. 4 arrested dozens 
of men and women. 
The new' bloodshed followed two 
days of demonstrations by the wo­ 
men of Budapest. 
Leaflets scat­ 
tered in the streets had called 
for “ mighty” new demonstrations 
and another ‘‘total” strike today 
against 
the 
regime 
of 
Soviet 


! backed Premier Janos Radar. 
Anger mounted over reports that 
j 50 members of workers councils 
in Budapest factories were arrest­ 
ed Wednesday night. 
At the Danubia textile factory’ 
this morning, some 3,000 workers 
were ringed off by Hungarian po­ 
lice backed up by the latest-model 
Russian T54 tanks. 
As the reports of these actions 
I .spread through Budapest, the city 
began to steam with anger.

referendum,

throughout the commercial corn 
area will vote on whether they wish 
to use Soil Bank corn base acre­ 
ages or acreage allotments in pro­ 
ducing their corn crops.

come of the referendum also will 
affect the method of qualifying for 
price support for the 1957 and later 
corn crops. 
As directed by the regulations 
of the Secretary of Agriculture, the 
county ASC -ommittee has desig­ 
nated three local farmers, and one 
alternate, as members of the com­ 
munity referendum committee to 
conduct the referendum.

Servicemen's Dependents Eligible 
Friday for Gov't Paid Medical Care

WASHINGTON OP—Some 2 mil­ 
lion dependents of servicemen be­ 
come eligible Friday for medical 
care by civilian doctors and hos­ 
pitals with the government pay­ 
ing virtually all the cost. 
The tooad-scale medical health 
plan authorized by the last Con­ 
gress is designed to insure medi­ 
cal care to military families if 
military physicians and facilities 
are not available. 
The program is expected to cost 
at least $80 million annually. 
It 
will be handled through contracts 
with private health insurance com­ 
panies. 
Thus far, the Defense Depart­ 
ment has signed contracts cover­ 
ing medical care in 42 states, Ha­ 
waii. Puerto Rico, and Alaska. Ne­ 
gotiations are still going on for 
medical care in six states: Texas, I 
Rhode Island. Ohio, Maine, Ala­ 
bama and Idaho. 
Under the program, when de­ 
pendents of servicemen are treat- 


Judge Marsh 
Wiseheart, 93, 
Dies in Florida 
Judge Marsh Wiseheart, promin­ 
ent citizen and pioneer resident 
of Shawneetown who served in var­ 
ious government offices, died at 
l l p. rn. yesterday in a hospital 
in Miami, Fla. 
His age was 93. 
In ill health for the past two years, 
he suffered a broken hip about two 
months ago and had been hospital­ 
ized since that time. 
Among the offices he held in 
Gallatin county were: county treas­ 
urer 1898-1902, county judge 1902- 
1906, 
deputy county clerk 1907- 
1909, and state’s attorney from 
1916 to 1920. 
He also served as 
Democratic committeeman for two 
term s and in other offices.

Stratton, in a news conference 
Wednesday night, said his recom­ 
mendations will be set forth in his 
inaugural 
address at Springfield 
Jan. 14. 
‘‘The gravity of the Hodge af­ 
fair 
shows the weakness 
in the 
present system,” he said. 
“There can be no doubt in the 
minds 
of our 
citizens 
and con­ 
stantly in the minds of our legis­ 
lators that the public interest will 
be served best by intelligent and 
sound changes.” he said. 
Stratton earlier met with State 
Auditor Lloyd Morey and Albert 
Jenner, special assistant attorney- 
general for the Illinois Budgetary 
Commission 


Morey and Jenner have 
com­ 
piled a list 
of recommendations 
for the budgetary commission ai 
a result of the 2*^ million dollar 
Hodge scandal. 
Among their recommendations 
were a ‘‘conflict of interest” law, 
corrupt 
practices 
legislation on 
campaign spending and a perma­ 
nent crime investigation commis­ 
sion. 
They also called for abol­ 
ishing the auditor’s office and ap- 
! pointmen! of the state treasurer 
by the governor. 
Stratton termed the report "an 
excellent presentation” in ‘‘scope 
and content.” 
“It will be Important not only 
in helping us develop a program 
for 
this state,” 
he said, 
“but 
should also be of considerable in­ 
terest in other states as well be­ 
cause it gets to the basis of re­ 
sponsibility 
of public 
officials,” 
Stratton laid. 


Will Be largest 
Peacetime 
Move in History 


10.000 Will Be 
Sped by Air, 
5.000 by Shipt 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (UP*—The White 
House announced today that within 
a matter of days this country will 
begin a mass air-lift and sea lift 
to bring 15.000 Hungarian refugees 
to America by the end of the year 
or shortly thereafter. 
The refugees, in addition to the 
6.500 now being moved by air thru 
the Intergovernmental Committee 
on European Migration, will he 
moved from Bremerhaven and Mu­ 
nich, subject to the expected ap­ 
proval of the West German gov­ 
ernment. 
The White House said the com­ 
bined air and sea lift will be the 
largest peacetime movement of its 
kind in history. 
Of the 15.000 refugees, about 5,- 
000 will be brought to this country 
aboard three Navy transport ships. 
The first vessel is' scheduled to 
sail from Bremerhaven between 
Dec. 18 and Dec. 21, the second 
ship about a week later and the 
third ship a week following. 
About 10,000 refugees will be 
sped to the United States by Air 
Force and Navy planes operating 
1 through the Military Air Transport 
Service, which also may contract 


I with private companies for addi­ 
tional air lift Hights. 
The White House said the air 
lift from Munich would begin with­ 
in the next few days at the rate of 
200 a day, with the number prog­ 
ressing by about. IOO a day until 
it reaches about 500 a day. 
< 
“This should make possible the 
movement out of Austria of most 
of the refugees who are coming 
by air by about the end of the 
year or shortly thereafter.” the 
White House statement said. 
The hulk of the 6,500 origins! 
refugees were being admitted to 
this country under refugee act 
quotas, but the 15.000 will come 
in under the so-called parole pro­ 
vision of the immigration and na­ 
tionality act. 
The White House reiterated to­ 
day that immediately after Con­ 
gress convenes next month, Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower will ask that ref­ 
ugees admitted under the parole 
provision will be granted perma­ 
nent residence in this country.

required by law. 
Still Being Discussed

ton told United Press the Morey 
request was stUl “being discussed’* 
.because no one was sure elected 
officials actually were required by 
law to itemiie.

WASHINGTON. — It isn’t lea 
tured in the headlines, but Eisen­ 
hower advisers are just about as 
much worried over domestic fis­ 
cal policy as they are about inter­ 
national war jitters. 
U. S. government bonds have 
now dropped to the lowest point 
since the collapse of World War I 
Liberty Bonds in the Harding ad­ 
ministration. 
Simultaneously, the 
government is now paying the 
highest 
interest rate 
since the 
bank holiday at the 
end of the 
Hoover administration in 1933 — 
3.174 per cent. 
This has 
had several 
serious 
economic effects: 
1. A 
mistrust of government 
credit which could become dan­ 
gerous. 
2. 
Curtailment 
of credit 
to 
small business* 
The Eisenhower 
administration has been receiving 
such a deluge of complaints that 
the Office of Small 
Business of 
the Commerce Department, after 
three years of hand-sitting, is fin­ 
ally going out to big cities to hold 
regional meetings. 
3. 
The big banks are making 
more money than ever, thanks to 
hgh interest rates. On the last is­ 
sue of government paper at 3.174 
pe- cent, the banks were able to 
borrow at the Federal Reserve 
for 3 per cent, then turn around 
and use this money to buy govern­ 
ment paper for a profit of one- 
sixth of I per cent. 
4. The little ‘nvestor who bought 
government bonds in good faith 
IS now stuck. 
___ 
INFLATION HITS LITTLE 
FELLOW 
Here’s 
what happened 
to the 
small investor 
He bought Series 
E Bonds 
after listening to the 
Treasury’s appeal of patriotism, 
and he must keep them "locked 
In’* for IO years In order to get 
the 8 per cent interest rate. They 
are not negotiable Also, they are 
taxable. 
Meanwhile the market has drop* 
I ped on some bonds and he is left 
holding the bag. Municipal bonds 
which are tax exempt are gener­

higher.

i rates of as high as 4 1-2 per cent. 
At the same time, prices of food 
clothing, almost everything else 
has gone up, while the value of 
some government bonds has gone 
d^wn. 
So the patriotic citizen who ans­

spending is now twice hit: (I) by 
inflation, (2) by the tight money 
policy which has raised interest 
rates to about 50 per cent more 
than he gets 'rom his E bonds. 
The drop in some government 
bond 
values to $89, 
the lowest 
since the Harding administration, 
results, of course, from the sale 
of new government bonds at a 
higher interest rate. 
Some

visers blame this on the high dis­ 
count rate of the Federal Reserve 
Board which they point out is in­ 
dependent of the Treasury’. 
However, 
Secretary

Treasury Humphrey, though at 
first skeptical of the high discount 
rate, has now endorsed it as a 
necessary brake on inflation.
